Have You Been Purged 


The report this week by Mrs. Vera Jones, Belle 
Glade City Clerk that 722 registered voters were 


rmoved from the list of 


eligible electors comes as 


a shock. The city clerk completed this past week a 
purge of the election rolls and determined that only 
1,927 voters out of a previous list of some 2600 were 
eligible to vote in the coming city election on Sept. 13. 

The list purge in 1965 was the biggest in years, 
according to Mrs. Jones, when 97 names were strick- 
en from the city's registration books. 

The law says you can pull names after two years 
М registrants haven't voted, the city clerk said. Ex- 
tending every possible leniency only names of those 
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who have not voted since 1963 have been removed. 

With an estimated population of over 16,000 
persons living within the city limits, it would seem 
reasonable that at Jeast one out of every four would 
be eligible to qualify as a citizen of the community. 
Our list of registered voters should approach 4,000 


voters. 
Perhaps we should 


have expected this large 


number to be purged when we check past voting re- 
cords where only 15 percent to 30 percent of those 


eligible bothered to vote.

A complaint was filed 
with Mr. Walter Keyes, Di-

000 farmworkers. The re- 
quest was filed by Allison 
T, French, Executive Vice- 
President ‘of the Florida 
Coalition of Patriotic Socie- 
ties, Tampa, Florida 
French says: “Have you 
ever heard of anyone whose 
hobby was organizing labor 
unions? I never have, and 
that's why we need a com- 
plete investigation to deter- 
mine whether three officials 
of two poverty projects are

Signs of relief were heard 
this week from not only 
employees and employer, 
with 
the settlement of the labo 
dispute between the `U. 
Sugar Corporation and 
proximately 450 
of the local mach

Money by Harry T. Vau- 


gha Se, company president , 


and union officials came af- 
ter several weeks of nego- 
tiations and will remain in 
effect until February of 
1968. 


The dispute, first in the 
sugar mill, has affected both 
ihe Clewiston and Bryant 
nts since July Sth. Wor- 
kers began returning to 
work Tuesday on their re- 
gular shifts. 

Both officials of the sug- 
ar company and officers of 
the union issued statements 
expressing support of the 
agreement and maintenan- 
ce of harmonious relations. 

The union members who 
voted 296-18 to accept the 
16 point. agreement still 
have a complaint before the 
National Labor Relations 


board regarding an alleged 
company lockout. 

Terms agreed upon brought 
a pay raise in several cáte- 
gories plus a six percent 
bonus to be paid immediate- 
ly. Wage increases, retro- 
active to April 1986, will 
be paid in some instances 
while others will not be- 
come effective unti] March 
1, 1987. 

All of the Glades com- 
munities felt the effects of 
the work stoppage, pointing 
up the dependence of the 
area on the sugar cane in- 
dustry. ^ 


Innoculations 
Required For 
First Graders 


Palm Beach County School 
Officials are receiving many 
inquiries as to what inno- 
culations are required for 
first graders entering the 
schools for the 1966-67 
school year. 

Superintendent Robert W 
Fulton states that the fol- 
lowing innoculations will be 
required: 

“The immunizations re- 
quired of entering pupils 
are small pox — evidence 
of vaccination within five 
years, poliomyelitis — evi- 
dence of having received 
either three doses of oral 
monovalent vaccine or two 
doses of oral trivalent vac- 
cine prior to school entran- 
ce. This oral vaccine is 
strohgly recommended in- 
stead of the Salk vaccine 

Diphtheria and Tetanu. 
— these three small pox, 
poliomyelitis, diphtheria & 
tetanus are at the present 
time required.. Our County 
Health Department also ur- 
ges immunization against 
measles. Further the diph- 
theria tetanus, it is urged 
should be diphtheria pertus- 
sin tetanus. The pertussin 
immunization 15 against 
whooping cough. Because 
some of these immuniza- 
tions may have after ef- 
fects which make the chil- 
dren uncomfortable, # is 
urged that they be complet. 
ed well in advance of enter- 
ing school '. 


Scientific, Practical Experimentation 
Combined In Glades Cattle Production 


Early in the 1950's the 
herd of cattle belonging to 
the Glades Correctional In- 
stitution was much like 
most other herds of com- 
mon Florida cattle and pla- 
gued with the same kind of 
internal and external para- 
sites, mineral deficiencies 
and diseases. It was not un- 
common in those days to 
see as many as 10% of any 


given herd іп a special 
"sick" pasture. 
The Everglades experi- 


ment station had made great 
progress in discovering pro- 
blems affecting cattle but 
practical solutions could fot 
be worked out ideally un- 
der "station" conditions. 
Yhey had been observing 
the prison farm cattle and 
making suggestions. 

About 1954 Mr. L. P. 
(Hap) Parson took over 
agro-industrial production 
at the Glades Correctional 
Institution farm which in- 
cluded livestock production. 
With the assistance of the 
Experiment Station and Dr. 
Marvin Kroger, Animal Hus 
bandry Specialist of the 
University Extention Div- 
ision Mr. Parson started a 
program which has gone 
far to bridge the gap be- 
tween “pure” scientific ex- 
perimentation and practi- 
cal livestock production

Most of us hate commun- 
ism and all it stands for but 
is it not possible for us to 
confuse our thinking by at- 
tributing everything we 
don't like in our democracy 
to communism or fascism in 
some form? 


It is generally conceded 
that no one foral of govern- 
ment is perfect. Cómmunism 


is a form of idealistic gov- 
ernment based upon the im- 
position of restraint by a 
special class having special 
knowledge and understand. 
ing of what is good fo; the 


people. 
Democracy is a form of 
government based upon 


freedom from restraint EX- 
CEPT where restraint is ne- 
cessary to protect all in- 
dividuals. 

Democracy has it's own 
problems which must be re- 
cognized as problems of a 
democracy regardless of 
whether or not the same 
problems exist in commun- 
ism. There is not much 
doubt that communistic in- 
fluence is used in riots, and 
in fact most any disturban- 
ce where they might gain 
recognition, but does that 
prove there are no seeds uf 
disturbance inherent in a 
democratic form of govern- 
ment? 

When a doctor is trezt- 
ing a disease he guards a- 
gainst other diseases which 
may attack because of the 
weakened condition of hi 
patient but he does not per- 
mit his concern with other 
diseases to prevent his giv- 
ing full consideration to the 
specific disease which he is 
treating. 

I believe it is important 
for us to study communism 
and it's dangers but it is al- 
so necessary that we study 
democracy. How many of us 
have a concept of demo- 
cracy which gives due con- 
sideration to most of its 
values, conflicts and limita- 
tions? Often we readily 
quote Washington, Jeffer- 
son, and Lincoln but do we 
have the understanding 
which they had of the pro- 
blems involved? We may not 
have their deep understand- 
ing but we sure can con-

Belle Glade's Finest 


Over the desk of Chief Charles D. Goodlett of the 
Belle Glade Police Department proudly hangs a plaque, 
designating him as a graduate of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation National Academy, Washington, D.C. 

A department of 27 individuals has been devel- 
oped since 1948, the year Goodlett became chief. The 
citizens of Belle Glade can boast of one of the finest 
police organizations among cities its size and larger in 
the country. 

The record speaks for itself. With a national av- 
erage of 1.9 policemen employed per thousand of popu- 
lation, Belle Glade with an estimated 17,500 persons 
averages about 1.5 per thousand. Some cities have as 
high as 7.8 per thousand. With this force Goodlett is 
faced with enforcing the laws in a community whose 
population is highly transient. 

Adding to law enforcement problems today are 
the recent supreme Court rulings which complicate tak- 
ing confessions even against criminals who admit their 
guilt. In Goodlett's opinion, “Crime will never be le- 
gislated out of existence", "Society itself," he says, "will 
and does limit the enforcement of laws". 

A good example is drunk driving cases where 
many persons in a community will come to the defense 
of a citizen. in an effort to reduce or try to get some- 
one's sentence cancelled 

Leading the seriousness of local offenses faced by 
the department is that of "assault on persons". Although 
this type of offense grows steadily worse nation wide, 
the number in Belle Glade decreases.

Mrs. Ruth Wedgworth 
and Mrs, Edith Freedlund 
were touring the Mediter- 
ranean countries, including 
the Holy Land, and the fol- 
lowing is a letter from Mrs. 
Freedlund concerning the 
trip. 


We left Haifi, Israel on 
the Italian Steamer “Eno- 
iria", stopping for a tour 
thru the island of Cyprus. 
Larnaca, the capitol, has a 
population of 600,000. In 
1914 this was a British Co- 
lony and in 1960 it became 
a Republic. In 1963 fighting 
broke out between the 
Turks and the Greeks, and 
is still continuing. We were 
stopped by Guards seven 
times in the interior, One 
city was divided, and had 
sandbags, barbed wire, and 
soldiers guarding each cross 
street. There are seven thou 
sand U. N. troops patrolling 
this area, The English have 
a Base covering ninety 
square miles on the island. 
There are many small cot- 
tages with flowers in bloom, 
and some formal gardens. 
Oranges and potatoes are 
grown for export, In one 
store window I saw wash- 
ing machines and dryers 
displayed, 

Our next stop was the is- 
land of Rhodes. We took a 
taxi to the Valley of But- 
terflies. И was early for the 
swarmes of butterflies, but 
a native blew a police whis- 
tle and out would Пу а but- 
terfly (unbelievable, but 
true.) They are all the same 
color-terracotta red and yel- 
low. There wére apricots, 
figs, olives, and oranges 
growing with many wind- 
mills scattered thru the 
fields. The blades of the 
windmills were covered 
with cloth. These are grad- 
ually being replaced by mo- 


tors and pumps. They ex- 
port tomatoes and cucum- 
bers which are two feet 
long, and delicious. There 
are no snakes here and the 
Queen Ann's lace and ole- 
anders grow wild. The moun 
tains are green and beauti- 
ful. In the Greek Orthodox 
Church they immerse the 
children when they are six 
months old. This island is 
about sixty by forty miles, 
has no Army, and is a Free 
Port, Our taxi driver's Im- 
pala had cost him only $4,- 
000. 

At last we arrived in 
Athens, and stayed at the 
Nile Hilton Hotel new and 
ultra modern. It looked out 
of place in this ancient city. 
Ten or twelve years ago 


there were no buildings ov- 
er three stories high, but 
now there seem to be hun- 
dreds of buildings eight to 
ten stories high. There are 
ten million people in Greece 
and two and a half million 


TE 


in Athens. Buildings, old 
and new, have the Doric, 
Ionic or Corinthian columns. 
The famous Parathenon on 
top of the Acropolis of At- 
hens, towers over the city 
and is perhaps the most fa- 
mous ruin we studied in An 
cient History. Twelve thou- 
sand people worked for ten 
years on this building. 

Our guide, George Chan, 
had an Egyptian mother 


and a Chinese father. He is^ 


a graduate of Oxford Uni- 
versity in England and for 
days has been telling us 
stories of Greek Mythology 
and history as we drive 
thru the country. This has 
been very entertaining and 
educational, but has left me 
completely confused. We 
walked in front of the Roy- 
al Palace to see the Guard 
in his unique uniform-white 
leotards with a very short 
white pleated ballet skirt 
measuring sixty yards 
around. He had on a round 
red hat with a long black 
tassel. His shoes have a huge 
black pompom on the front. 
He stands holding a gun for 
hour, motionless, except 
f walk every fif- 
Here was the

‘The museums are full of 
priceless- statues,  mosiac 
pictures, urns, coins, and 
jewelry. Thirty five pounds 
of gold was found in one 
tomb. Driving towards Cor- 
inth there-is a four lane 
highway or sixty four 
miles. There are familiar 
signs of Mobil, Shell and 
Esso. The Acropolis of Cor- 
inth dates back to 5,000 BC. 
In the past the churches in 
Greece have been destroyed 
by Turkish Hoards, Vene- 
tians, Crusaders, and Ro- 


mans. It із а wonder any- 
thing is left. The Corinth 
Canal is an engineering feat 
connecting the Agean and 
Ionian Sea. This was start- 
ed in 900 BC, later Nero 
worked on it, but jt was not 
opened. until 1884. Sheer 
rock has beem cut 250 
feet down to the water, 
which is 24 feet deep. This 
canal is seventy five fee! 


wide and four and a nai 


miles long. There are no 
Locks and ships can only go 
one way at a time. We stop- 
ped at the site of Old Cor- 
inth and saw the remains of 
the Temple of Apollo.

and Hercules 
and where the fa- 
"Wooden Horse" fill- 
ed with Greek soldiers was 
pulled into the city.

Around 5600 First Graders 
Will Enter PBC Schools 


An estimated 5,600 six- 
year olds will be taken to 
Palm Beach County's 50 ele 
mentary schools on August 
25 to be registered as first 
graders. 

“This will be the high 
school graduating class of 
1979," said County Super- 
intendent Robert W. Ful- 
ton, "and it is my fervent 
hope that all 5,600 swco=ss 
fully complete all 12 years 
of their elementary and Se- 
condary education and >= 
come useful citizens and a 
joy to their parents and 
guardians.” 

The Superintendent urged 
all parents enrolling their 
hildren to check with their 
local school for details of 
the particular customs of 
individual schools, hours of 
attendance, and bus trans- 
portation schedules. “Each 
parent or guardian should 
make a point of meeting the 
school principal, “Mr. Ful- 
ton said, “and I hope they 
will always take an active 
part with other parents and 
teachers in the welfare of 
their school and the entire 
Palm Beach County school 
system.’ 

Here is a check list of 
things parents need to know 
or have, released by the 
Superintendent's office: 

1. Documents needed for 
registration 

The documents needed 
for registration are a birth 
certificate which should be 


an official form from the 
state health office, and a 
state health form complet- 
ed by the family physician. 
The state health form is a- 
vailable either in the state 
health office or in the school 
which the child will attend. 
Most doctors also have a 
supply of thése forms on 
hand. 
2. Registration Date 

The registration date for 
he children entering school 
this year is August 25, 1966, 
It is strongly urged that 
parents observe this date 
because the beginning date 
of school August 29, 1966, 
is a ful] day of instruction 


and registration which 
should be completed prior 
to this time. 


4. Legal requirements 
Legal requirements as re- 
gards date of birth in re- 
gard to the school year. The 
child must be six on or be- 
fore January 1, 1967. Par- 
ents are asked to note that 
the child must enter first 
grade during the first month 
or is not admissable {о 


school during this school 
year. 

5. The length of the 
school day 


The length of the school 
day for all primary chil- 
dren in Palm Beach Coun- 
ty is six hours, For first 
graders this period is shor- 
tened by one hour for the 
first month of school. As to 
the hours of attendance due 


to transportation and other 
factors the parents should 
check with individual 
schools as to the actual hour 
of attendance at the school, 
Here, let us urge that par- 
ents who bring their chil- 
dren to school and call for 
them bring them not more 
than 15 minutes before 
school and please be prompt 
in picking the children up. 
Children are supervised at 
the hours that they are ip 
school. However, the hours 
that the school are open do 
not extend very far beyond 
the hours of school attend- 
ance and children must be 
supervised at all times. 
6. Equipment needed by 
the children 

There are no particular 
rules for children's dress in 
the first grade. Our schools 
are not equipped with gym- 
nasiums and if special cloth 
ing is desired for any par- 
ticular activity this is us- 
wally suggested by the 
school that the child at- 
tends and is not a county 
ruling. The children should 
wear clothing that is com- 
fortable and that makes the 
child self-sufficient in mat- 
ters af dress. By all means, 
all clothes should be label- 
ed with the child's name, It 
is a little difficult in find- 
ing the owner of a jacket 
to locate Fruit of the Loom 
in the classroom.

Before The Hurricanes Strike 


Hilda in 1964—Betsy in 
1965—These hurricanes left 
thousands of people without 
food or cooking facilities. 
Yet there were no reports 
of anyone suffering from 
hunger. This rather remark- 
able feat—keeping half mil- 
lion or so people fed on an 
emergency basis—hinged on 
two factors: The availability 
of food donated by the U.S.

Another hurricane season 
is here. Again, the US. 
Weather Bureau has selec- 
ted names to identify hur- 
ricanes that may develop 
this season in the South At- 
lantic and Caribbean, or in 
the Gulf of Mexico. And 
again, if destructive hurri- 
canes occur, disaster-relief 
organizations and local 
workers can lean heavily on 
USDA's Consumer and Mar- 
keting Service and coopera- 
ting State distributing agen- 
cies for the food needed to 
feed the displaced and the 
homeless, To make maxi- 
mum use of USDA food, any 
person connected in any 
way with disaster -relief 
needs to know where this 
focd comes from and how 


it can be obtained when 
needed. 

USDA acquires food 
through its price-support 
and surplus-removal pro- 
grams, The food, suitably 
processed and packaged for 
home and institutional use, 
is then shipped in carload 
lots to participating States 
and U'S. territories. State 
agencies then take over the 
management and distriby- 
tion of the food te loc: 
communities. The commun. 
ties make final distribution 
to eligible recipients, ied» 
families, charitable institu- 
tions, schools and non-profit 
summer camps for children. 

USDA food can always 
be diverted to feed victims 
of natural disasters. They 
are generally available from 
school lunch storerooms, in- 
stitution storerooms, needy 
family distribution depots, 
or local warehouses either 
owned, leased or arranged 
for by a State, city, or coun- 
ty. 

Still another source of 
USDA food shipments in 
transit that USDA may di- 
vert to benefit a disaster 
area. 

Any food used for emer- 
gency feeding is quickly re- 
placed by USDA so the ev- 
eryday distribution pro- 
grams can continue to ful- 
fill their missions.

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* Policy On Personal Appearance 
In Schools Amended For 1966-67 


To assist parents and stu- 
dents purchasing * school 
clothes for the beginning of 
school, August 29, Superin- 
tendent Robert W. Fulton 
announces that there will 
be very little change in the 
pupil appearance policy for 
the 1966-67 school year. The 
conditions which applied to 
the student dress and ap- 
pearance last year will be 
in effect this year, he said. 

"School principals eva- 
luated the pupil appearance 
policy in a study which ex- 
tended over most of the 
1965-66 school year" Mr. 
Fulton said. It has been 're- 
commended that culottes 
for girls, shirt-jacs and those 
shirts with a ribbed bottom 
at the natural wastline and 

economical sandal - type 
shoes which are constructed 
for a neat and secure fitt- 
ing be permitted this year. 
GENERAL APPLICATION 
TO ALL SCHOOLS 

The enarged concept of 
public school responsibili- 
ties dictates that the schools 
teach many things in addi- 
tion to the generally accept- 
ed subject matter curricu- 
lum. 

The majority of students 
conform to acceptable stan- 
dards of dress, but all pu- 
pils in all schools shall give 
attention to their personal 
appearance. Such matters 
determine the climate for 
learning, and all have a pro- 
found effect on the mental 
attitude of the educational 

situation. Any style or man- 
ner of dress that tends to 


draw undue attention to an 
individual to such extent 
that it become a classroom 
distraction is prohibited. 
FOR SECONDARY 
SCHOOLS APPLICATION 
Boys and girls in the jun- 
ior and senior high schools 
are to dress in good taste. 
This dictates that the girls 
"will not wear slacks; jeans; 
shorts; pedal-pushers, dres- 
ses which are low-cut in 
front or back; dresses with 
spaghetti straps; tight blou- 
ses, skirts, dresses; head 
kerchiefs; hair curlers; or 
excessive make-up. Skirts, 
dresses, and culottes must 
be at least midknee length. 
Boys must wear belts at 
the waistline except їп the 
case of trousers designed to 
be worn without belts. 
Shirts (boys and girls) shall 
be tucked in. However, such 


not be'worn to school. San- 
dal type shoes will be con- 
structed to provide a neat 
and secure fitting. Boys are 
to come to school with clean 
shaves. Hair cuts and hair 
styles (boys and girls) shall 
not be extreme or ridicu- 
lous. 

Intentional disfiguration 
of the skin, objectionable 
markings, objectionable in- 
signia on the skin or cloth- 
ing will not be perm'tted. 

Since it is not possible to 
predict styles or fads, it is 
the responsibility of the ad- 
ministrators in the individ- 
wal schools to deal with pro 
blems of personal appearan- 
standards. 

A student missing any 
class time in order ot con- 
Óform to the School Board 
policy in the matter of per- 
sonal appearance will re- 
ceive an unexcused absence
